Dutch court jails 
Somali pi rates for 
S. African yacht 
attack 


LONDON (AFP) - Police in 
London flooded the streets on 
Friday to prevent a repeat of 
England's worst riots in 
decades which left city neigh¬ 
bourhoods smouldering and 
five people dead. 

The number of officers out 
on the beat in the capital was 
more than doubled to 16,000 
earlier this week, and Home 
Secretary Theresa May said 
the extra police would stay in 
place until further notice amid 
concerns violence could flare 
up this weekend. 

Friday and Saturday are the 
busiest nights on the street 
with people heading out for 
the evening. 

England has had two qui¬ 
eter days following four nights 
of rioting, arson and looting 
which led to 1,600 arrests 
across the country, but politi¬ 
cians and police were taking 
no chances. 

The orgy of violence 
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started in London but the trou¬ 
ble soon spread to other major 
cities, including Birmingham, 
Manchester, Liverpool and 
Nottingham. 

London's Metropolitan Po¬ 
lice said they arrested 1,144 
people, of which 693 have 
been charged. 

In total across England, 796 
people have appeared in court, 
of which 122 were under 18. 
Courts have been working 
through the night and two- 
thirds of those charged have 
been remanded in custody. 

Calls for those convicted to 
be stripped of their state wel¬ 
fare handouts and booted out 
of publicly-owned housing 
were receiving growing popu¬ 
lar support.

WASHINGTON (ALP) - US 
President Barack Obama and 
Afghan President Hamid 
Karzai on Lriday discussed 
progress towards a security 
handover from US to Afghan 
forces by 2014, the White 
House said in a statement. 

The two leaders, who 
spoke for 30 minutes via 
videoconference, also dis¬ 
cussed upcoming an upcom¬ 
ing meeting of foreign 
ministers of Muslim nations 
in Istanbul to discuss aid to 
drought- and famine-hit So¬ 
malia. 

They also looked ahead to 
a December international 
conference in Bonn on 
Afghanistan's future and 
talked about their "work to¬ 
gether to forge a long-term 
strategic partnership," the 


victed. 

"For too long we've taken a 
too soft attitude towards peo¬ 
ple that loot and pillage their 
own community," Prime Min¬ 
ister David Cameron told BBC 
television. 

As fears of renewed vio¬ 
lence remained high, a row es¬ 
calated between police and 
politicians as both sides sought 
to deflect blame for the crisis. 

The police have been criti¬ 
cised for their reluctance to 
crack down hard on the first 
riot in the north London dis¬ 
trict of Tottenham on Saturday. 
Critics say the cautious ap¬ 
proach encouraged unrest to 
spread across the capital and 
then to other English cities. 

But senior officers hit back 
Friday in rare public attacks on 
political leaders, who last year 
introduced funding cuts to po¬ 
lice forces across Britain as 
part of a wider package of aus¬ 
terity measures.

Obama and Karzai dis¬ 
cussed "progress by coalition 
and Afghan National Security 
forces as security responsibil¬ 
ity transitions towards a full 
Afghan lead in 2014," the 
statement said. 

Obama and Karzai also

ROTTERDAM (AFP) - A 
Dutch court Friday sentenced 
two Somali pirates to six and 
seven years in prison for their 
role in abducting two South 
Africans off a yacht in the 
Seychelles last year. 

"During the attack on the 
(yacht) Choizil, extreme vio¬ 
lence was used," said Judge 
Jacco Janssen at a hearing held 
in the southern Dutch port city 
of Rotterdam. "The crew 
thought their last hour had ar¬ 
rived." 

Omar Ali Abdallah, 24, was 
sentenced to seven years be¬ 
hind bars for the attack on the 
South African yacht as well as 
"an attempt sometime later to 
board another boat" while 
Sadag Ali Ibrahim, 20, got a 
six-year jail term. 

The couple named by 
South African media as Bruno 
Pelizzari and Debbie Calitz are 
still being held by Somali pi¬ 
rates at an unknown location, 
with a $10 million dollar ran¬ 
som being asked for their re¬ 
lease, Dutch prosecutors said. 

The suspect and his accom¬ 
plice "attacked the Choizil 
with automatic weapons and a 
rocket launcher," Judge 
Janssen said Friday. 

"After they threatened the 
crew with weapons they 
boarded the small sailing 
boat... with a relatively large 
group of people," he said. 


The yacht's skipper, Peter 
Eldridge, managed to escape 
and was rescued on November 
7. 

The pirates' leader, Syad 
Barre Hirsi Waheliye, 23, was 
sentenced to five-and-a-half 
years in jail, while two other 
men got four-and-a-half years 
each for complicity to piracy. 

The three could not be di¬ 
rectly linked to the attack on 
the Choizil, the Dutch judge 
said. 

The five accused pirates 
were part of a group of 20 peo¬ 
ple picked up by a Dutch navy 
supply ship off the Somali 
coast in late November last 
year, and were transferred to 
the Netherlands on December 
5. Fifteen others were released 
due to a lack of evidence. 

"The number of piracy at¬ 
tacks and hijacking of ships 
along the Somali coastline has 
increased substantially over 
the last few years," Janssen 
said, adding the route along 
the coast was one of the 
busiest in the world. 

Somali pirates still held 
402 hostages by early August, 
kidnapping passengers and 
crew from commercial ships 
and yachts on pleasure cruises. 
Millions of dollars are being 
asked as ransom for their re¬ 
lease, according to the Lon¬ 
don-based International 
Maritime Bureau.

Three Atlantic tropical storms in 
the maki ng 



Three systems are brewing in 
the Atlantic with decent po¬ 
tential for becoming tropical 
storms over the weekend, the 
National Hurricane Center 
said yesterday.. 

The system closest to 
North America has the high¬ 
est chance — 60 percent of 
turning into a tropical storm 
within 48 hours — but poses 
little threat and is likely to be 
short-lived, the Weather 
Channel reported. 

It was about 200 miles 
north of Bermuda on Friday 
afternoon, when it became a 
tropical depression — one 
level before tropical storm. 

Two systems farther out in 
the Atlantic have 40 and 50 


percent chances, and could 
impact Caribbean islands by 
next week. 

A fourth system closer to 


the U.S. East Coast was 
given a 20 percent chance of 
turning into a tropical storm 
within 48 hours

Venezuela 
Finds 4 
Cocaine 
Labs in 
Border 
States 

In the most recent find, mili¬ 
tary personnel discovered four 
laboratories used to produce 
cocaine in Tachira on August 
5. EFE reports that Colombian 
military uniforms were disco¬ 
vered at the site, indicating it 
may have been controlled by 
the Revolutionary Armed 
Forces of Colombia (Fuerzas 
Armadas Revolucionarias de 
Colombia - FARC), or the Na¬ 
tional Fiberation Army 
(Ejercito de Fiberacion Na¬ 
tional - EFN), both known to 
have maintained encampments 
in Tachira. 

Zulia borders two Colom¬ 
bian departments which have a 
long history of contraband 
trade (mostly involving oil) 
with Venezuela — Fa Guajira 
and Cesar — while Tachira bor¬ 
ders Northern Santander, 
where the EFN and FARC 
maintain a strong presence. 
The fact that cocaine-produc¬ 
ing laboratories continue to be 
found in Venezuela's border 
states could be one indication 
of the pressure that Colombian 
criminal groups are facing in 
their own territory. 

So far this year Venezuela 
has reportedly seized 25.2 tons 
of drugs.

This image courtesy of J. 
Rogers, University of Illi¬ 
nois shows an epidermal 
electronic system created 
by an international team 
of engineers and scien¬ 
tists. Through a combi¬ 
nation of careful 
theoretical modeling and 
precise micro-manufac¬ 
turing, a team of engi¬ 
neers and scientists has 
developed a new type of 
ultra-thin, self-adhesive 
electronics device that 
can effectively measure 
data about the human 
heart, brain waves and 
muscle activity - all with¬ 
out the use of bulky 
equipment, conductive 
fluids, or glues. 

The researchers em¬ 


bedded electronic sensors 
in a film thinner than the 
diameter of a human 
hair, which was placed on 
a polyester backing like 
those used for temporary 
tattoos popular with kids. 
The result was a sensor 
that was flexible enough 
to move with the skin and 
would adhere without 
adhesives. 

The researchers said 
the devices had remained 
in place for up to 24 
hours. Rogers said in a 
briefing that, while nor¬ 
mal shedding of skin cells 
would eventually cause 
the monitors to come off, 
they might remain in 
place as long as two 
weeks. 

In addition to moni¬ 
toring patients in hospi¬ 
tals, other uses for the 
devices could include 
monitoring brain waves, 
muscle movement and 
emitting heat to help heal 
wounds, Rogers said.

'Supergene' is key to copycat butterflies 



PARIS (AFP) - Since Charles 
Darwin, biologists have pon¬ 
dered the mystery of "mim¬ 
icry butterflies", which 
survive by copying the wing 
patterns of other butterflies 
that taste horrible to their 
predators, birds. 

The answer, according to a 
study released this week, lies 
in an astonishing cluster of 
about 30 genes in a single 
chromosome. 

"We were blown away by 
what we found," said Math- 
ieu Joron of France's Na¬ 
tional Museum of Natural 
History, who led the probe 
into what is being called a 
"supergene". 


"These butter¬ 
flies are the 'trans¬ 
formers' of the 
insect world," said 
Joron. 

"But instead of 
being able to turn 
from a car into a 
robot with the flick 
of a switch, a single genetic 
switch allows these insects to 
morph into several different 
mimetic forms. 

"It is amazing, and the 
stuff of science fiction. Now 
we are starting to understand 
how this switch can have 
such a pervasive effect." 

The trick, known as Muel- 
lerian mimicry, was investi¬ 
gated by French and British 
scientists, who focussed on a 
species of Amazonian rainforest 
butterfly, Heliconius numata. 

It is able to copy the 
colour patterns of several 
species of the Melinaea but¬ 
terfly which are unpalatable 


to birds. 

The "supergene" com¬ 
prises a tightly packed region 
of genes on a single chromo¬ 
some which control different 
elements of the wing pattern. 

"By changing just one 
gene, the butterfly is able to 
fool its predators," explained 
Richard ffrench-Constant of 
the University of Exeter, 
southwestern England. 

Even more astonishing is 
that three versions of the 
chromosome exist within this 
species, with each version 
controlling distinct wing-pat¬ 
tern forms. 

Even though the butter¬ 
flies look quite different from 
each other, they have the 
same DNA. 

The supergene apparently 
transmits in a block from 
generation to generation, 
rather than go through re¬ 
combination — the mingling 
of genes from both parents.

UN warns cholera epidemic in 
Somalia may spread amid famine 



GENEVA (AFP) - The UN 
warned Friday that a cholera 
epidemic in Somalia, which 
has claimed at least 181 lives 
in one Mogadishu hospital this 
year, could quickly spread as 
thousands flee famine in the 
south. 

’’The concern here is the 
root cases of cholera, and that 
is related to water and sanita¬ 
tion. And with the IDPs and 
population movement, this in¬ 
creases the risk of further 
spread of the disease, and that 
is our fear,” Michel Yao, a 
public health advisor at the 
UN health agency, told re¬ 


porters. 

According to WHO figures, 
around 4,272 cases of acute 
watery diarrhoea were re¬ 
ported in one Mogadishu hos¬ 
pital since the beginning of the 
year, with 181 related deaths, 
’’some two to three times” 
what was observed a year ago. 

Half of the victims were 
children under two, it said. 

Children are particularly 
vulnerable, the UN’s children 
agency said. 

"The massive influx of peo¬ 
ple into Mogadishu and the 
rising number of cases of acute 
watery diarrhea in crowded 
urban areas places malnour¬ 
ished children at grave threat 
from cholera, which is a 
deadly and contagious dis¬ 
ease,” UNICEF spokeswoman 
Marixie Mercado said. 

"Right now you have 


around half a million children 
at imminent risk of death if 
they do not get (food) help 
within weeks. 

The United Nations also 
warned that lack of funding 
was starting to limit the deliv¬ 
ery of humanitarian aid. 

Elisabeth Byrs, spokes¬ 
woman for the UN's Office for 
the Coordination of Humani¬ 
tarian Affairs, said that around 
half of the 4.56 million people 
who have been targeted for 
food assistance in Ethiopia 
would get reduced rations due 
to lack of funds. 

According to the most re¬ 
cent UN figures, only 48 per¬ 
cent of the requested $2.4 
billion for humanitarian assis¬ 
tance to some 12.4 million 
people in the famine-stricken 
Horn of Africa has been re¬ 
ceived. 


US court: health care law provision 
'unconstitutional' 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
US appeals court in Georgia 
on Friday struck down as un¬ 
constitutional the provision 
of President Barack Obama's 



controversial health care law 
requiring every individual to 
own health insurance. 

The court ruled that the re¬ 
mainder of the health care 
law is within constitutional 
boundaries. 

"The individual mandate 
exceeds Congress's enumer¬ 
ated commerce power and is 
unconstitutional," wrote 
Chief Judge Joel Dubina. 

"This economic mandate 
represents a wholly novel and 
potentially unbounded asser¬ 
tion of congressional author¬ 
ity: the ability to compel 
Americans to purchase an ex¬ 
pensive health insurance 
product they have elected not 
to buy, and to make them re¬ 
purchase that insurance prod¬ 


uct every month for their en¬ 
tire lives," he added. 

Twenty six states brought 
the case against the US gov¬ 
ernment, and the court's 
judges ruled 2-1 in favor of 
the states. 

The law, extending cover¬ 
age to 32 million uninsured 
Americans, has been bitterly 
debated and challenged 
across the United States since 
Congress passed it last year. 

Some 16 states have 
passed binding legislation 
opposing elements of the 
health reform bill. 

Legal experts predict that 
the US Supreme Court will 
ultimately decide the matter, 
but that could take months or 
even years. 


Japan heatwave kills four, 
sends 900 to hospital 


TOKYO (AFP) - A blistering 
summer heatwave in Japan 
has claimed four lives and 
seen 900 people hospitalised 
this week, media said Friday, 
amid an energy saving cam¬ 
paign due to the Fukushima 
nuclear disaster. 

The mercury has risen 
above 35 degrees centigrade 
(95 degrees Fahrenheit) for 
three days in a row in much 
of Japan, where the thermo¬ 
stats of most air-conditioners 
have been turned down to re¬ 
duce electricity consump¬ 
tion. 

Four people died of heat 
stroke on Thursday — two 
farmers, a security guard and 


a construction worker — said 
the Asahi daily. 

More than 900 people 
have been taken to hospital 
with heatstroke symptoms, 
including about 20 in serious 
condition, said the Kyodo 
News agency. 

Since the start of July, 
more than 21,000 people in 
Japan have been rushed to 
hospital due to the summer¬ 
time heat, and 32 of them 
have died, according to data 
from the Fire and Disaster 
Management Agency. 

This weekend is one of 
the busiest travel times of the 
year in Japan, when many 
take their summer holiday.

Gold hits new record above $1,800 
amid eurozone debt storm 


Colombia Cuts 2011 
Coffee Forecast After 
July Crop Slumps 


LONDON(AFP) - Gold hit a 
record peak this week as in¬ 
vestors sought shelter from 
slumping equities amid un¬ 
founded rumours of a France 
credit rating downgrade and 
worries over Societe Gen- 
erale's Greek debt exposure. 

However, the French gov¬ 
ernment categorically denied 
that it might be the next major 
country to lose its cherished 
AAA status and the ratings 
agencies said they did not plan 
to downgrade. And Societe 
Generale denied it was facing 
trouble over its exposure to 
Greece. 

PRECIOUS METALS: 
Gold surged overnight 
Wednesday to a record 
$1,814.95 per ounce, extend¬ 
ing its recent record-breaking 
run as European debt woes 
flared up, one week after 
Washington’s historic credit 
rating downgrade by Standard 


and Poor's. 

Gold, whose twin drivers 
are investment and jewellery, 
is widely regarded by in¬ 
vestors as a safe place to park 
cash in uncertain economic 
times. 

By late Friday on the Lon¬ 
don Bullion Market, gold 
jumped to $1,736 an ounce 
from $1,658 the previous 
week. 

Silver eased to $38.29 an 
ounce from $39.24. 

On the London Platinum 
and Palladium Market, plat¬ 
inum rose to $1,800 an ounce 
from $1,709. 

Palladium rose to $747 an 
ounce from $742. 

GRAINS AND SOYA: 
Wheat and corn prices crept 
ahead on concerns over US 
yields. 

By Friday on the Chicago 
Board of Trade, maize for de¬ 
livery in September climbed 


to $7.02 a bushel from $6.93 
a week earlier. 

Wheat for September rose 
to $7.13 from $6.79. 

November-dated soyabean 
meal — used in animal feed — 
slipped to $13.30 a bushel 
from $13.33. 

Oil, prices eased on Friday 
New York's main contract, 
West Texas Intermediate 
crude for delivery in Septem¬ 
ber, finished down 34 cents to 
$85.38 per barrel, after a day 
mostly in the plus column. 

In London, the Brent North 
Sea contract for September 
squeaked out a one cent gain 
to $108.03 a barrel. 

For the week the WTI con¬ 
tract was off $1.50 from its 
close last Friday, but in be¬ 
tween it swung as low a 
$75.71, as global stock mar¬ 
kets plunged, revived and 
plunged again. 


South American finance 
leaders want crisis fund 


BUENOS AIRES (AFP) - 
The Union of South Ameri¬ 
can Nations has proposed es¬ 
tablishing a fund to serve as a 
regional response to interna¬ 
tional financial crises, Ar¬ 
gentina's Minister of 
Economy Amado Boudou, 
said Friday. 

"We are working on set¬ 
ting up a counter-cyclical re¬ 
gional fund that would 
confront a financial crisis," 
said the minister in Buenos 
Aires, where economic and

Brazil and Argentina, could 
increase the funds' effective¬ 
ness if they decide to join. 

In recent days, stocks and 
financial markets around the 
globe weakened with the 
double threat of a US reces¬ 
sion and the European debt 
crisis. 

South American countries, 
spared for the moment, fear 
they will eventually feel the 
consequences, such as an 
eventual loss of competitive¬ 
ness if their currency rises 
rapidly against the dollar. 



BOGOTA - the world’s sec¬ 
ond-largest supplier of arabica 
coffee beans, trimmed its pro¬ 
duction forecast for the year 
by about 5.6 percent after last 
month’s crop slumped because 


of adverse weather. 
Production will likely be 9 
million bags, Colombia’s Na¬ 
tional Coffee Growers Feder¬ 
ation Chief Executive Officer 
Luis Munoz told reporters in 
Bogota, down from a forecast 
of 9.5 million bags in May. 
Output in July tumbled to 
about 530,000 bags from 
787,000 bags a year earlier, 
the federation said. 

Storms in Colombia have hurt 
a recovery in the nation’s har¬ 
vest from a 3 3-year low in 
2009. Global stockpiles are 
enough to supply about two 
months of consumption, 
which may keep coffee prices 
above $2 a pound, according 
to Munoz. 


Dutch economy can 
weather eurozone 
crisis: Rutte 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - The 
Dutch economy has the means 
to weather the eurozone debt 
crisis, Prime Minister Mark 
Rutte said Friday, as he 
stressed the need for Euro¬ 
pean countries to curb public 
spending. 

"I would like to emphasise 
we have the reserves to absorb 
the knocks," Rutte told a tele¬ 
vised press conference in his 
first public address since the 
Dutch parliament went on 
summer recess. 

He added: "The Dutch 
budgetary system is very ro¬ 
bust. The Netherlands is doing 
relatively well within the Eu¬ 
ropean Union," but it re¬ 
mained of the utmost 
importance for it and other 
countries to continue with 
their cutback packages. 


Rutte said the eurozone cri¬ 
sis was simply the result of 
countries allowing debts and 
deficits to build up to unac¬ 
ceptable levels before taking 
action. 

"There are too many coun¬ 
tries like Greece and Italy in 
which reforms were not un¬ 
dertaken or are coming too 
late," he said. 

Dutch Finance Minister 
Jan Kees de Jager earlier Fri¬ 
day told Dutch news agency 
ANP he would not rule out an 
upward revision of the EU's 
European Financial Stability 
Facility (EFSF). 

"Economic reform and 
spending cuts are essential. 
Without them a more substan¬ 
tial aid fund is of no use," he 
said.

Cuba's fading Fidel Castro turns 85 today 


HAVANA - Revolutionary leg¬ 
end Fidel Castro turned 85 
today, still an important figure 
in his communist-ruled Cuba, 
but increasingly a fading pres¬ 
ence in the life of the country 
he ran for 49 years. 

He gave up his last leader¬ 
ship post this year when he 
stepped down as head of the 
ruling Communist Party and 
has retreated further and fur¬ 
ther from public view. 

His gradual slipping away 
appears to be a product of 
choice borne of necessity, but 
also of a transition plan to 


wean Cuba from its once near¬ 
total dependence on the charis¬ 
matic Comandante's leader¬ 
ship. 

He is rarely seen or heard 
from and has stood largely on 
the sidelines as his younger 
brother and replacement, Pres¬ 
ident Raul Castro, struggles to 
reform Cuba's Soviet-style 
economy. 

"His role has diminished 
significantly. He has stepped 
away more so than at any point 
in the last five years," said 
Jonathan Benjamin-Alvarado, 
a Cuba expert at the University 


of Nebraska in Omaha. 

"It may be a case of Raul 
Castro solidifying his govern¬ 
ing style and Fidel willingly 
receding," he said. 

Cuba celebrates the birth¬ 
day with a nationally televised 
"serenade" by a lineup of mu¬ 
sicians. 

Fidel Castro came to power 
on New Year's Day 1959 when 
his guerrilla forces swept down 
from the eastern Sierra Maes- 
tra mountains to topple U.S.- 
backed dictator Fulgencio 
Batista. 

As Cuba's president, he out¬ 


lasted nine U.S. 
presidents and five 
decades of U.S. 
hostility, but in July 
2006 he underwent 
emergency intes¬ 
tinal surgery and 
suffered complica¬ 
tions from which he 
never fully recov¬ 
ered . 

He handed 
power provision¬ 
ally to Raul Castro, 
then did so offi- 
dally when he resigned in Feb- sibling was elected president 
ruary 2008 and his younger by the National Assembly.

LONDON (AFP) - Pop singer 
Christina Aguilera and Mo¬ 
town legend Smokey Robin¬ 
son will head the line-up for a 
Michael Jackson tribute con¬ 
cert in Britain in October, the 
organisers have announced. 

Several of Jackson's broth¬ 
ers will also perform at 
Cardiff s Millennium Stadium 
in Wales, as will his nephews 
who form the boyband 3T, de¬ 
spite opposition among some 
of the late singer's siblings to 


the concert going ahead at 
all. 

Fans have until August 
16 to register for tickets to 
the October 8 show, which 
will cost from £55 ($90, 
63 euros) for a restricted 
view and £87 for a stan¬ 
dard seat, to a top price of 
£240 ($390, 274 euros). 

After several delays, 
the first artists in the line¬ 
up were confirmed as 
Smokey Robinson, 
Grammy award-winning 
singer Aguilera, singer- 
songwriter Cee Lo Green, 
British singer Leona 
Lewis and pop act JLS. 

British R&B star Craig 
David and rock band 
Alien Ant Farm have also 
signed up for the tribute con¬ 
cert. 

"We're delighted that such 
exciting and globally recog¬ 
nised acts have joined the line¬ 
up to pay tribute to a music 
legend," said Chris Hunt, pres¬ 
ident of Global Live Events 
which is organising the con¬ 
cert. 

"This is going to be a spec¬ 
tacular event, and one not to 
be missed. I'm also pleased to 


say that we'll be adding more 
amazing headliners in the days 
to come." 

US Director Paul Ring 
added: "This concert will unite 
various generations and musi¬ 
cal genres, reminding every¬ 
one of just how amazing a 
talent Michael was." 

The Millennium Stadium 
has a 74,500 capacity, but for 
fans who cannot attend the 
show will be broadcast to 30 
countries in both 2D and 3D.

Dalai Lama says ‘happy’ 
to be free of political 
tasks 



TOULOUSE (AFP) - The 
Dalai Lama, Tibet's spiritual 
leader, arrived in Toulouse in 
southwest France Friday to 
spread his teachings there, say¬ 
ing he was "happy" to be free 
of political tasks. 

Lobsang Sangay, a 43-year- 
old Harvard scholar, took of¬ 
fice Monday as head of the 
Tibetan government in exile, 
taking over the role of prime 
minister from the the 76-year- 
old Nobel Peace Prize laure¬ 
ate. 

"Today I am just a spiritual 
person, I have no political re¬ 
sponsibility," the Dalai Lama 
said on his arrival in France, 
where he will over the next 


few days address people on 
"the meaning of human val¬ 
ues" and promote religious 
harmony. 

He applauded progress 
made among Chinese "intel¬ 
lectuals (and) writers" which, 
he said, has boosted hopes of 
establishing improved rela¬ 
tions between China and Tibet. 

He also restated that Tibet's 
political leadership is "not 
seeking separation" from Bei¬ 
jing. 

The Dalai Lama's visit to 
Toulouse, which includes a 
two-day Buddhist conference 
starting Saturday, has a "pas¬ 
toral" aim, his staff have said, 
and some 10,000 people have 
signed up to hear him speak. 

There are believed to be 
some 800,000 practicing Bud¬ 
dhists in France. 

The Dalai Lama will retain 
the significant role of Tibet's 
spiritual leader and a major in¬ 
fluence on policy-making de¬ 
cisions. 

He fled Tibet following a 
failed uprising against Chinese 
rule in 1959. He later founded 
the government in exile in 
Dharamshala, northern India.

It was England's best in 
Tests for 73 years and their 
third highest of all-time be¬ 
hind their 903 for seven de¬ 
clared against Australia at 
The Oval in 1938 and 849 
against the West Indies at 
Kingston in 1930. 

England's day then got 
better still when India lost 
Virender Sehwag for his sec¬ 
ond first ball nought of the 
match, the recalled opener 
completing a 'king pair' when 
he edged a drive off James 
Anderson to home skipper 
Andrew Strauss at first slip. 

India were 35 for one at 
stumps — still needing 451 
more runs just to make Eng¬ 
land bat again. 

Fit-again opener Gautam 
Gambhir was 14 not out and 
veteran Rahul Dravid 18 not 
out. 

US rider Clinger 
receives lifetime 
doping ban 

COLORADO SPRINGS, 
(AFP) - US cyclist David 
Clinger was issued a lifetime 
doping ban by the US Anti- 
Doping Agency (US AD A) 
on Friday after testing posi¬ 
tive during a random test 
while serving a prior doping 
ban. 

Clinger, 34, tested posi¬ 
tive for clenbuterol, an ana¬ 
bolic agent, during a sample 
collected last June 29 in an 
out-of-competition test. 

The Utah-based road rac¬ 
ing rider was nearing the end 
of what had been a two-year 
suspension for his first dop¬ 
ing violation, a positive re¬ 
sult for testosterone and 
modafinil in a sample col¬ 
lected in June of 2009. 

Clinger, fourth in the road 
race at the 1999 Pan Ameri¬ 
can Games in Winnipeg, 
Canada, accepted responsi¬ 
bility for using clenbuterol 
for performance-enhancing 
purposes, USADA said. 

The second violation 
prompted USADA to issue 
the lifetime competition ban, 
which began last Tuesday.

Players urge Colombia 
coach to stay despite 
assault 


BOGOTA (AFP) - Colom¬ 
bia's international footballers 
on Friday urged coach Her- 
nan Dario Gomez to recon¬ 
sider his resignation tendered 
this week after assaulting a 
woman outside a bar. 

In an open letter, the team 
members and backroom staff 
said that while abhorring the 
attack they wanted to back in 
an "unconditional way our 
friend, colleague and techni¬ 
cal director". 

Gomez resigned on Tues¬ 
day after publicly apologis¬ 
ing when local press reported 
that he had hit out twice at a 
woman who had insulted him 
at the weekend. 

"Following what hap¬ 
pened on Saturday evening, 
which has left me feeling 
mortified, I would like to say 
publicly that I am profoundly 
sorry for having lost control 
in the way I did," Gomez said 
after offering his resignation. 

"It shames me in front of 
my mother, my wife and 
every single woman in my 
family and in my country," 
he went on. 

The Federation later an¬ 
nounced that "an extraordi¬ 


nary meeting" would be held 
in the next week as they de¬ 
cide their next move, and 
that, "for the moment, the na¬ 
tional team will not have a 
coach." 

In their letter the players 
conceded that the coach had 
committed a "very serious 
error" but insisted that "he 
immediately admitted it, giv¬ 
ing an example of his value 
and his love for Colombia 
and his family". 

And they announced that 
they were ready to be "stan¬ 
dard bearers for the cause of 
non-violence against 

women" and use the incident 
as an "opportunity to grow." 

The players also called for 
the support of fans, sponsors 
and public opinion. 

Gomez had been working 
as an observer for FIFA at the 
under-20 World Cup, which 
is currently being held in the 
South American country. 

He led Colombia to the 
quarter-finals of the recent 
Copa America, where they 
lost to Peru, and also took 
Ecuador to the World Cup fi¬ 
nals for the first time in their 
history in 2002.

His second goal came 
against Bolivia in the Copa 
America. 


The 14th seed followed 
Swiss compatriot Roger Fed- 
erer out of the event a day 
after the third seed lost to 
France's Jo-Wilfried Tsonga. 

Wawrinka rallied to win 
the second set in a tight 
tiebreaker but collapsed in 
the final set to hand over vic¬ 
tory to sixth seed Fish in two 
hours, 21 minutes. 

Fish, the top American on 
the ATP Tour, next faces Serb 
Janko Tipsarevic who de¬ 
feated seventh-seeded Czech 
Tomas Berdych 6-4, 6-4. 

"The second set was very 
strange for both of us," said 
Fish, who won the match with 


six aces and a massive 10 
breaks of the Wawrinka serve. 

The victory continues a 
career success story for the 
29-year-old Fish, who had 
never won a match at the 
event before this week. 

In fact, the world number 
eight American has been a 
stranger in Canada, playing 
only in 2003 and 2008. 

"It's a fluke, having played 
here only a couple of times. 
I've played the US Open 
probably 12 times. I've 
played Cincinnati (next 
week's tournament) probably 
10 or 11 times," he said. 

"But it's certainly nice to 
be here and to play on these 
courts because they are pretty 
quick, and they suit my game 
very well. I can get away 
with not playing great tennis 
but still winning." 

Wawrinka had won three 
matches in a row this week 
for the first time since 
Roland Garros and was play¬ 
ing his second straight quar¬ 
ter-final after Gstaad at home 
on clay. 

Fish was playing in his 
eighth quarter-final of the 
season and improved his 
2011 record to 32-15. 

He has now won 10 of 11 
matches on North American 
summer hardcourts, winning 
the Atlanta title last month 
before finishing runner-up in 
Los Angeles to Ernests Gul- 
bis.

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Aussie Scott challenges US domination at 
PGA, as Woods on verge of missing cut 



Woods reacts to a poor 
shot 


ATLANTA (AFP) - Aus¬ 
tralian Adam Scott put him¬ 
self in the hunt for his first 
major title on a US-domi¬ 
nated leaderboard at the 93rd 
PGA Championship on Fri¬ 
day while Tiger Woods was 
nothing but an also-ran. 

Tiger Woods’ stunning 
downfall was about to get 
worse—missing the cut at the 
PGA Championship. 

The player who once dom¬ 
inated golf had little chance of 
making it to the weekend after 
a brutal stretch of shots Friday 
at Atlanta Athletic Club. 

Scott, whose new caddie 
Steve Williams was fired by 
Woods last month after 12 
years as his bagman, began 
with a birdie, added more at 
three and five and another at 
the par-5 12th before falling 
back to four-under with a 
bogey at 14. 

American Scott Verplank 
had back-to-back birdies at 
five and six and another at the 
eighth but ended the front 
nine with a bogey to stand on 
five-under, a one-stroke lead 
on Scott and four others. 

Scott, who won a World 
Golf Championships event 
last week and was runner-up 
at the Masters in April, was 
joined in second by Ameri¬ 
cans Steve Strieker, Brandt 
Jobe, Jason Dufner and D.A. 
Points, who fired a three- 


under 67 to take the club¬ 
house lead. 

Strieker, who opened with 
a 63 Thursday to match the 
low round in major golf his¬ 
tory, took bogeys at the sixth, 
eighth and ninth holes to slide 
back as the tension mounted 
at Atlanta Athletic Club. 

Points, who won his first 
PGA title this year at Pebble 
Beach, produced five 
birdies against a single 
bogey to finish best among 
the early starters. 

’’These first two rounds 
are the best rounds I’ve struck 
the ball all year,” Points said. 
’’But it’s only Friday. There’s 
so much golf left.” 

Sweden’s Anders Hansen 
was in the clubhouse on 
three-under and Aussie John 
Senden was on the back nine 
at the same score overall, but 
nine of the top dozen were 
Americans. 

No American has won a 
title in the past six majors, a 
record futility run that the 
home-country stars hope to 
end by hoisting the Wana- 
maker Trophy and taking the 
top prize of $1,445 million 
from the $8 million event. 

Woods, meanwhile, was 
enduring a nightmare round 
that saw him go from one 
bunker to another and then 
chip off the green and into a 
pond on the way to a double¬ 
bogey six at the 11th. 

Woods, coming off his 
worst opening round in any 
major and worst round at any 
US major with a 77, had 
ended the front nine with 
back-to-back birdies to offset 
earlier bogeys but it was far 
too little and too late. 

The former World No. 1, 
now ranked 30th after a four- 
month injury layoff, appeared 
doomed to miss a major cut 
for only the third time in his 
career after the 2006 US 
Open and 2009 British Open. 

Woods, chasing the all- 
time record 18 majors won 
by Jack Nicklaus, has not 
won any title since his infa¬ 
mous sex scandal unfurled in 
November of 2009 and has 
not won a major title since 
the 2008 US Open. 


Reigning US Open cham¬ 
pion Rory Mcllroy, who 
questioned whether or not to 
even play Friday after suffer¬ 
ing a strained right wrist ten¬ 
don Thursday, fired a 73 but 
paid a price for hesitating to 
fully trust his bandaged fore¬ 
arm on swings. 

”It gets into your head,” 
Mcllroy said. ”It was a rough 
feeling. Out of the rough or in 
the bunkers, I wasn’t commit- 


ing to get through it.” 

The 22-year-old Northern 
Irishman was injured Thursday 
when he struck a tree root with 
his second shot on the third 
hole, but played through the 
pain for an opening-round 70. 

”1 wouldn’t say it was 
painful. It was just a little un¬ 
comfortable,” Mcllroy said. 

A triple-bogey disaster at 
the par-3 17th was Mcllroy’s 
big setback. 


”It was very frustating,” 
Mcllroy said. ”1 was hitting 
the ball OK but I just didn’t 
putt very well at all.” 

England’s World No. 2 
Lee Westwood shot a 68 Fri¬ 
day to stand on one-under 
after 36 holes and lead the 
charge for the ’’Chubby 
Slam”, a potential sweep of 
the year’s major titles by 
players managed by Andrew 
’’Chubby” Chandler.
